•was? not known that he was a married 
man."He left here about 1 o'clock Friday

money. There 
is the interest of the 


owners on one sk'e set over against the 
interests o£ the community on the oth- 
er.

Ttoe Bridge Conference. 


It 
was 
hardly expected that -the 


bridge conference would settle all mat- 
ters at a single scission. There were 
questions that could only be fairly met 
by 
temperate 
discussion. There are 


four parties who are immediately In- 
terested- viz;—The Railroad Company, 
the 
cities of Oakland and Alameda, 


and the county o;! Alameda- The mu- 
nicipalities will not be called on for 
contributions 
except perhaps for the 


cost of approaches to the bridge. Yet 
these municipalities represent a pre- 
ponderance of interest in the entire 
county. 


The 
proposition 
of a double story 


bridge does not seem to be regarded 
with much enthusiasm by the Super- 
visors. The Railroad Manager frankly 
admitted that it was proposed to send 
all the street travel, including the elec- 
tric cars, over the top story. While 
that 
might 
be best for the Railroad 


Company, how would it accommodate 
the public to be limited as it were, to 
steerage quarters? 
It was admitted 


that steam trains could not well over- 
come the grade if they were to take 
the 'upper story. 


It does not seem to be quite clear to 


the Supervisors and the public that a 
double story bridge is the best for ail 
round 
accommodations. 
When the 


cost of a bridge is to be about equally 
divided, the facilities also should be 
as nearly equal as possible for both 
parties. The question recurs, if a single 
deck would not come nearer securing 
tihat 
equality? 
*--S to the place of 


crossln?, there can hardly be a ques- 
tion that the one at Webster street 
possesses 
some 
advantages over all 


others. The only difficulty would be to 
occupy the old bridge while a new one 
was 
in process of construction. Is 


there any insuperable difficulty about 
erecting: a new bridge right along side 
of 
the old one? Probably engineers 


could best answer that question.

ported to the teachers banded t.ogethe' 
for mutual improvement, for conlirnia 
tion. The committee appointed was 
•unable to make a selection and the mat 
ter was dropped for tho term. 
"At the opening of tills term, it was 
again revived by tho sumo movers as 
before. A meeting wus called by the 
teatJiers particularly interested in this 
•work to meet 
Professor 
Jenklna in 
room 23 ol the High School building- 
Nearly all of -the twu-hers of the de- 
partment were present. It was there 
decided that whether a teacher coulc 
toe secured or not, -the teachers would 
band themselvc-s together for mutua 
Smprovement in nuturu .study. Prot'es 
BOr Jt.-nkins agreeing to give as much 
instruction as his other duties wcu; 
permit. Professor 
Jenkins was sii 
ceeklng for a suitable teacher to do nor 
mal '.vork with tho teae-.hors. The meet 
Ing adjourned to convt-no again on Fri 
day, the sewond wuelc <>£ school. In th 
jn-e«intime Professor 
jL-nki.ua reportci 
that he wsis ablu to recommend a 'teacli 
cr for the work. At the next meeting 
held the day following, I reported tho 
Information transmitted to me by Pro- 
fessor Jenkins, n.-unely, thait the ser- 
vices of a teacher had been soc-urod for 
four months at $100 a month, arid uskcd 
tihe teachers to ascertain the number oC 
teachers In their various schools willing 
to subscribe $5 for ilvu months' tuition 
and report'the names o£ those who de- 
sired to Join the class with Mrs. Gibbs, 
chairman of the association. 
"There has been absolutely no coer- 


cion In 'the matter. 1 would bo very 
sorry to believe that any member of 
teachers In this department bolieve that 
the body of this department IB compos- 
ed of men and women oE no stronger 
character than the charge erf coercion 
would Indicate. 
No member of 
the 
Board of Kiluc-artlon knows, nor do I 
believe, cares to know what teachers 
an; not availing tliemsolves of this priv- 
ilege for mutual improvement. Many 
of the teachers of this department have 
been doing axlvance work along thosa 
i 
lines, and the lessons now being glve-n 
would be of llttk- or no help to ihom. 
Other teachers are at present engaged 
In other li-ncs of improvement, equally 
as valuable as tho present. I am sorry. 
to know that there Is even one teacher

MORE ACTIVE SPECULATION. 
There is therefore some reason for 


anticipating a more active speculation, 
If not also Investment, in otir securities 
at London than we have witnessed for 
the last three or four years. This prob- 
ability IK strengthened by the Bank of 
England's reduction of its rates of dis- 
count to 3 1-2 per cent, and by the tact 
that about 45,000 shares of stock have 
been eent to London by this week's 
sailings. 
These underlying foreign factors are 
of more importance than may appear 
at first sight. One of the greatest ag- 
Bravationa of the unfortunate financial 
troubles 
at tho last four years has 
arisen from tho prol'ound distrust they 
have excited among tho bankers and 


V capitalistic claasea on tho other side of 
the Atlantic. After sending home their 
(securities and withdrawing less perm- 
anent, forms of loan to the combined 
extent of probably hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, they aro now surpris- 
ed, I may almost say astounded, to 
lliid u» In no real sc-noe weakened, but 
competent to lend them large amounts 
of capital, to defer payment of CO mil- 
lions of gold which it is within our 
)>ower to draw hithor, and to thus af- 
ford great relief to a very stringent 
condition 
of 
the 
European 
money 
markets,—thereby exhibiting a potency 
Jn International finance which we have 
never heretofore possessed. Thes>e are 
facts which must tell for something in 
the future foreign status of American 
credl'. 


The1 
rocovery- in 
the 
Investment 


market above no>ted appears to be at- 
tributablo almost entirely to the con- 
sciousness that at last wo have en- 
tered upon a stage of great and sub- 
etuntial improvement In financial con- 
ditions. The condition of. the railroads 
•in contributing littlo towards this re- 
covery, .for their oarnings aro at pres- 
pr:t unsatisfactory, P.I though the- storms 
may be held ln.rgc-.ly responsible for 
that. Neither has trade yet developed 
any surprising recovery; although the 
symptoms ;ire not wanting that in the 
manufacturers

distributing 
trades wo aro In the beginning of a 
healthy revival.

If the greenbacks are to be retired by 
their conversion into monds, as propos- 
ed, what will thi national banks have 
to hoints their resurve, and for the 
redemption of their notes? It is bet-

After so many (irastic object lessons 
as we have had during the last four 
years, the country wants fredom from 
erratic erruption i.

during Cleveland's. What we need is 
a policy that will avoid issues of bonds 
and gradually bring out a sufficient in- 
crease in the notes of national banks 
to compensate f i r any withdrawals of 
greenbacks that may bo found possible 
and convenient.

AN OVER-FILL TREASURY. 


Billions of Dollars to Bo Used 


for n Xunibor of 


Purposes. 


By Associated Pre: -s to The TrUbune. 


WASHINGTOX, Jan. 2S.— Just at the 


present time the Treasury of the Unit- 
ed States is enjo>'lnp the novel experi- 
ence of being in possession of more 
gold than it knot's what to do with. 


The total cash balance in the Treas- 


ury at the close of business 'Wednes- 
day was $22fl,920,?,.H), and cf this amount 
no less than $143,880,380 was 
in free 


gold available for current expenses, or 
to act as a reserve to redeem the out- 
standing paper money. This leaves in 
tho Treasury as n, fund to bo used for 
ordinary purpose-:; only $80, 031,019. This 
is far from being an enormous sum 
when the extensive operations of the 
Government are taken into considera- 
tion. 


The Treasury is running behind still, 


and with only tlireo days yet to hear 
from in the first month of the year the 
excess of expenditures over receipts Is 
?7,29,%51G, and tho deficit for the fiscal 
year thus far, a period of nearly seven 
months, is over $15,000,000. 


If the sold in the Treasury is not 


tf> be paid out 1'or ordinary expenses 
there is available 512,840,806 in silver 
not covered by certificates; W9,616,S20 in 
greenbacks; 
$35.".S2,51S 
in 
Treasury 


notes and $17,33!). D55 in national bank 
notes, and the fractional silver deposits 
in national banic funds, outstanding 
checks and drafts, disbursing officers 
balances, postoffl'se accounts and other 
miscellaneous items. It wiil thus be 
seen that although the Treasury is in 
tho possession c-f the large nominal 
cash bajance of $230,000,000 in round 
numbers, it has only $85,000,000 with 
which to conduct ordinary transactions 
and if the deposits of gold should con- 
tinue this sum would be still further 
reduced. 


Since the Nov3:nber election the gold 


reserve has, without bond sales or other 
unusual assistance, gradually mounted 
up to the high water mark for this ad- 
ministration.

He today consulted Judge Poet 
the assistant Attorney-General, as to 
the constitutionality of such a meas- 
ure, and the chances are that It can be 
prepared so as to stand the test. 


The reason everything Is being rush- 


ed regarding the county government 
bill is that it is one of the measures 
that miist be passed by the Legislature 
and owing to the vast number of 
amendments usually introduced, It is 
generally one of the last. It is desired 
therefore not to jeopardize it in any 
way, for if the effort to adjourn on 
the sixtieth day is a success, there is 
little time left to properly handle the 
county affair. Then the general ap- 
propriation and tax levy bills will take 
considerable time, and if the present 
plans of adjournment are carried oat 
only those m-embers who have bills high 
up on the file will get them passed. 


It is this condition of affairs that la 


worrying many of the legislators. Near- 
ly every member -has some particular 
bill in which his district la Interested 
In and if he returns home with the 
u«ws that they (lied on file and there- 
fore did mot even get consideration the 
individuals in question will be regarded 
as dummies not shrewd enough to keep 
up with the pace set by the law mak- 
ers who did get their bills through. 


As nearly every member considers 


that his present position is but a step- 
ping stone to high office the situation 
can be imagined. It Is safe to say that 
of the 120 legislators not more than 2 
per cent really mean It when they state 
they do not desire to be returned again. 
As a matter of fact nearly every As- 
sem-blyman has hopes of coming to Sac- 
ramento two or four years hence as a 
Senator, while the members of the upr 
per House nearly all feel themse-lvcs 
embryotlc Governors or Congressmen.* 


It is this desire to make a record for 


future political use that .brings ao many 
members to tnelr feet whenever a ques- 
tion Involving retrenchment or reform 
is in the air. In some cases of course 
the heart Is In the epeech, but unfor- 
tunately,' in very many Instance* it Is 
what is known as playing to the gal- 
lery.

FOR BOTJLEVARDa 


Here 1* a bin introduced by Senator 


Dickinson that will Interest every one 
interested in the betterment of Oak- 
land's streets. It reads aa follow*: 


"The Trustees, City Council or other 


legislative body of any city, cltiy and 
county or town, may set'apart as a 
boulevard or boulevards, and street or 
streets or portions of a street or street* 
within the city, city and county or town 
over which they have Jurisdiction, pro- 
vided that this- act shall not apply to 
that part of any street or streeta upon 
which there Is an existing franchise for 
any street r&Uroad; and provided fur- 
ther, that no franchise shall hereafter 
be granted by municipal authority for 
the construction, maintenance or oper- 
ation of an?/ railroad or street railroad 
upon any street or streets or portioa of 
a street or streets which ihall have 
been selected and set apart in.the man- 
ner aforesaid, except by unanimous 
vote of the Trustees, City Council or 
other legislative body in favor of grant- 
ing said franchise. The term boule- 
vard as used herein shall be conetrued 
to mean an open driveway "unobstruct- 
ed by railroads of any kind upon it." 


TO STOP STRIKES. 


To prevent strikes and clashes be- 


tween employers and workmen As- 
semblyman Kelly has introduced 
an 


Important bill. It provide* for th» ap- 
pointment by the Governor ot a Board 
of Mediation and Arbitration to consist 
of three, one to be *eleot.ed from the 
leading political party and the two 
others from bona fide labor organiza- 
tions. They shall hold office for four 
years a/nd have the power to appoint a 
secretary. Each commissioner and the 
secretary shall receive 13,000 per year. 


The head offices are to be in San 


Francisco, and whenever any grievance 
exist* between an. employer and em- 
ploye It shall be lawful to submit the 
same to the Board. The commissioners 
shall then investigate and make a de- 
cision within ten day*, whenever a 
strike or lookout i» threatened the 
commissioners muat proceed to the lo- 
cality and try to effect an amicable 
settlement 


Another labor bill Introduced by Kel- 


ly compells all manufacturers to stamp 
on their product* a label showing the 
clasa of labor used and the locality 
where the material was prepared. 


Assemblyman Lacy ba* put In a la- 


bor measure that will create a lot ol 
discussion and will be fought hard by 
employers of Chineee: and foreign work- 
men. 
It provides that no one but a citi- 


zen of the United State* shall be em- 
ployed on public works and direoU that 
all persons getting contract* for pub- 
lic work shall five a bond to employ 
none but'citizen*.

Organized Charity In Oakland, 


The Society of Associated Charities 


In Oakland is affiliated with about forty 
•charitable 
associations. As the plans 


of 
the main organization are better 


understood, they are more heartily ap- 
preciated. It 
does not undertake di- 


rectly, to dispense charity. It endea- 
vors to find out all cases requiring re- 
lief. Then 
It refers the case to the 


proper affiliated society with a recom- 
mendation of the applicants if found 
worthy. In that way no case deserv- 
ing help is neglected, and no imposter 
is encouraged to practice bis deception 
on the community. 


T-he 
greater amount of this detail 


work 
devolves 
upon the Secretary. 


Some of it is necessarily disagreeable. 
Few outside of the officers of this so- 
ciety, know to what extent Imposters 
ply their art in the community. These 
characters are constantly dealt with. 
For years such persons drew thousands 
of dollars from the community, ail of 
which was worse than wasted. Chari- 
table citizens often would not refuse to 
respond to im application even when 
they suspected the applicant was 
a fraud. They had no time to investi- 
gate independent cases, and fell back 
on.the old proposition that it was bet- 
ter to give money to three unworthy 
persons than to withold it from one 
worthy one. That proposition seemed 
to 
satisfy the conscience. The result 


was that tl\ere was a great deal of 
meritorious indigence that did not find 
relief. .The 
community 
was all the 


while overtaxed in response to calls 
that: had no merit. 
.The 
Organized Charities devised a 


better way. The Association took the 
community into Its confidence. It did 
not undertake to disburse money di- 
rectly, but it undertook to hear every 
application for relief, and as fast as 
possible, to find out every case of real 
want In the community and to see that 
help 
should be given. Much of this 


work 
must be done secretly. There 


can bo no public announcements. Just 
as ' far as possible this relief is prompt 
and effective. Impostors and frauds of 
a?l kiiids hate such an organization. It 
in in their way all the time. Whenever 
mention 
is 
made of the Associated 


Charities, the unworthy applicant wilts. 
Ho 
knows all about it. He is well 


known to the Society. What a book 
could be written about these attempted 
impostors! 


The Associated Charities was never in 


the way of doing more.good in this city 
than now. It attempts to make every 
dollar 
beyond 
some necessary ex- 


pense.s, go lor the relief of actual want. 
There is no novelty in the plan of opera- 
tions. It has been adopted by nearly 
all large Eastern cities. It turns char- 
ity into the best channels and reduces 
fraud ar.d Imposition to as near zero as 
possible. 
, , 


The Bridge Conference. 


It 
was 
hardly expected that toe 


bridge conference would settle all mat- 
ters at a -single session. There were 
questions that could only be fairly met 
by 
temperate 
discussion. There are 


four parties who are Immediately in- 
terested; viz;—The Railroad Company, 
the 
cities of Oakland and Alameda, 


an'd the county of Alameda. The mu- 
nicipalities will not be called on for 
contributions 
except perhaps for the 


cost of approaches to the bridge. Yet 
these municipalities represent a pre- 
ponderance of Interest in the entire 
eountv. 
The 
proposition 
of a double story 


bridge does not seem to be regarded 
with much enthusiasm by the Super- 
visors. The Eailroad Manager frankly 
admitted that it was proposed to send 
all the street travel, Including the elec- 
tric cars, over the top story. "While 
that 
might 
be best for the Railroad 


Company, how would It accommodate 
the public to be limited as It were, to 
steerage quarters? It was admitted 
that steam trains could not well over- 
come the grade If they were to take 
the upper story. 


It does not seem to be quite clear to 


the Supervisors and the public that a 
double story bridge is the best for all 
round 
accommodations. 
"When the 


cost of a bridge is to be about equally 
divided, the facilities also should be 
as nearly equal as possible for both 
parties. The question recurs, if a single 
deck would not come nearer securing 
that 
equality? 
As to the place of 


crossing, there can hardly be a ques- 
tion that the one at Webster street 
possesses 
some advantages over all 


others. The only difficulty would be to 
occupy the old bridge while a new one 
was 
in process of construction. Is 


there any Insuperable difflaulty about 
erecting- a new bridge right along side 
of 
the old one? Probably engineers 


could best answer that question. 


A Breeding Ground of Disease. 


-For more than ten years the lots near 


the Tompkins School have been a breed- 
ing ground for diseases. All attempts 
to muke the owners abate the nuisance 
seem to have been unsuccessful. For 
half the year or more, the lots are cov- 
ered with stagnant water. Late in the 
spring this water dries up. The first 
rains 
of Autumn create the shallow 


ponds again. There have been remon- 
strances 
and resolutions, but no effi- 


cient action. 


The 
baa sanitary condition of the 


Tompkins school has long been no 
torious. Teachers 
have' 
become 111 


through 
miasmatic influences, pupils 


have been obliged to discontinue stud- 
ies from sickness, windows on the side 
of the building next to these filthy pools, 
have been closed and sealed to keep 
out the bad odors. The lot owners have 
been notified over and over again to 
abutc the nuisance, amd have paid lit- 
tle or no attention to the matter. 


The Health Ofllcer has given notice to 


ttie property owners to abate the stag- 
nant 
pools. This could be done in a 


temporary way by a sewer. But the 
only permanent abatement'is to fill up 
the 
lots. Of 
course this would cost 


money. There 
is the interest of the 


owners on one side set over against the 
interests of the community on the oth- 
er. The one interest ought not to be 
weighed 
against the other for a mo- 


ment. The filling of the lots would be 
a permanent improvement greatly en- 
hancing the value of the property. 


But that is not the real question now. 


The Board of Health has absolute pow- 
er to abate this nuisance. It is not a 
question 
of 
cost, but one of public 


health anfl right. The wonder Is that 
for years this breeding ground of mias- 
ma right along side of a public school 
should 
have 
been allowed to exist. 


There never has been a good reason, 
for the toleration of such a nuisance.

enormous capital of J4.000.000. The last 
company quoted netted 26 per cent on 
$1,000,01)0 capital.

SOME OF OAKLAND'S NEEDS. 


Benefits Anticipated From a 


New Railroad and a 


New Park. 


The real estate mem. of town are 


looking forward to a. bright future for 
Oakland. Althoush the present may 
not be 'bristling with good bargains for 
the many, the outlook Is extremely 
hopeful, and already a revival is stir- 
ring the real estate market. 


Real estate mem when seen by a Trl- 


buna' reporter expressed themselves as 
follows: 


M. J. Xiaymance, president of the Lay- 


macnce Real Estate Co.—There has been 
a change for the better in tho real es- 
tate market since the first of the year. 
"We have many inquiries as to located 
residence property, more particularly 
from'people looking for homes. They 
realize that now is the -time to buy. We 
are'renting many houses and flats. 
There is a perceptible increase in that 
direction. We feel encouraged with the 
outlook for the coming year. There 
seems to be a revival in the market. 
There Is some demand for business 
property. "We have two or three large 
sales on hand that we expect to close 
within tha next two weeks. 


•H. V. Maxfleld—Real estate is im- 


proving. There is a healthier feeling in 
the market and the farmers are pleas- 
ed with the outlook. I am speaking of 
the San Joaquln Valley. The outlook la 
better than that of last year. There is 
more demand for small improved farms 
of from twenty to sixty acres. There 
baa been no material advance in prices 
but there is a .readier sale and greater 
demand. 
Compared with last year it 
is better than it was but not so good as 
it was four years ago. The cause lies 
injthe depression in prices of fruits and 
cr*ps. People can afford to build them- 
selves homes now. Then, new proper- 
ty is being taken up in Fresno, Tulare 
and Kern Counties, especially in Fres- 
no and Tulare. 
A. M. Benham, of Benham & Thom- 
as—There is a better feeling in "the 
market. 
A few buyers are looking 
around for bargains. 
There is most 
demand for residence property. There 
is no increase in prices, but the outlook 
is encouraging for the coming year, 
but there is not much business prop- 
erty to offer. 


•Mr. Watson—There are a few cash 
customers in the market, mostly home 
seekers. The prospects for the spring 
market are good, better than those of 
last year, though not better than four 
years ago. The new San Joaquin Val- 
ley road will enliven the market. The 
only want at present is something to 
start people to get their money out of 
the bank. • 
John Aubrey,Jones—I have dealings 
almost exclusively with capitalists and 
I endeavor to interest them in large 
property investments. I find that cap- 
italists are oven more ehy than they 
were six months ago. I meet with the 
response that they are placing no mon- 
ey except on the cash market. Every- 
body is waiting for the induction to of- 
fice of Major McKinley.- In regard to 
business property, there is none of- 
fered on Broadway or Washington, and 
even where there is, it is at a sacrifice. 
We count on the building of the San 
Joaquin Valley road to stimulate the 
mo.rket. 
Harry B. Balden, with William J. 
Dingee—Judging from the marked in- 
crease in the business handled by this 
office, which began immediately after 
the election and continued even through 
the holidays, when we generally have 
a lull, 1 prophesy a strong and active 
market for '97. There is a lively en- 
quiry for all cjasses of property, and 
while there has always been a good de- 
mand for Oakland residence property, 
our recent sales have included several 
business pieces, two manufacturing and 
a number of investment properties. We 
have today all 'the conditions prece- 
dent, not for a "boom"—for we'don't 
want that, but 'for a substantial ad- 
vance in realty. The Valley road now 
knocks ait our door. A decision restor- 
ing our water front is near at hand. 
Under the continuous contract system 
our 'harbor is Hearing- completion. The 
repairing of our streets, and last, but 
perhaps most important of all, the re- 
clamation of the West Oakland marsh 
and conversion of a portion of it into a 
park, are all potent factors in the good 
times coming for our fair city. Right 
here allow me to make a suggestion. 
Excavate, say a block or two of that 
marah, (pj.-eteora'bly opposite Sixteenth 
street depot) to the proper depth. Build 
a rockery in the center and then put 
in a few sea lions.- One of the first 
"sights" the "Easterner" rushes oft to 
view after his arrival is the seals at the 
Cliff House. Why can't Oakland boast 
of and advertise herself with the same 
novelty? Arid what a setting that 
would be for a park! After awMle we 
might enlarge upon that scheme, if you 
please, and construct there an aquar- 
ium which would attract visitors from 
all over the world. But, getting out of 
the water and back to land aguin, let 
me* say that I believe Oakland property 
has seen its lowest figrure and that from 
now on there will be a firm upward 
tendency-^and an increase in bona fide 
sades. TlBs naturally w-Ul benefit all 
lines of trade, for it will draw money 
out ol Its hiding places arid send it 
circulating through commercial chan- 
nels. I note that severaa shrewd spec- 
ulators who have made realty condi- 
tions a study and whose judgment sel- 
dom errs, have been in the local mar- 
ket for a number of weeks past pick- 
ing up the "plums" be-fore the rise. 
Yes, sir, Oakland wilVtake a big stride 
forward In 1807 and let us stop fight- 
ing one another and all get in and help 
along the good movement. Let us talk 
"ercod times" to eaoh other and show 
a. more -liberal ami broadminded spirit. 
A. J. Shyder—I have had some sales, 
but they have been email. No values 
have Keen realized, except outside, to- 
ward Berkeley. 
,T hwve been bunding 
hoimee in South Berkeley and expect to 
make lively soles'in: suburban lots. 
There is not much business within Oak- 
Jaiid, though "West -Oakland 
offers 
aome.ln the;.near, future. -There ore 
many inquiries from home-seeking peo- 
ple, some or whom .are utranfers, .Tht 


outlook is better than last year's. There 
are fewer houses for rent, which Is a 
good indication. No advance in prices 
has taken place. There is rather- a de^ 
crease in renting houses, amounting to 
10 per, cent, but balanced by cheaper 
water and cheaper insurance. 
The 
park in West Oakland will be of some 
benefit.' It will secure a good first im- 
pression. A competing railroad would 
also help. The hard market of the last 
months have opened the eyes of people, 
however. There is too much extrava- 
gance and luxury among people in Cal- 
ifornia. But the outlook for the .-spring 
market is good. We have greater ad- 
vantages than other coast cities. Much 
of the San Francisco patronage cornea 
here and to Berkeley. People come and 
purchase land for homes here. I pur- 
chased a large tract yesterday, com- 
prising thirty lots, and -the indications 
for good sales are promising. 
B. C. Fa.briq.ue of Breed & Co.—The 
prospects are encouraging. There is no 
increase in prices, but we-.have not got 
that far yet. There are more demands, 
more inquiries and a greater willing- 
ness to invest. Medium inside proper- 
ty, the best residence property, is not 
in demand, and that is a better class of 
properly than who* was on sale many 
years ago. There is some demand for 
business property on streets adjacent to 
Broadway and the side streets—such as 
CJay fund Jetterson, and towards Frank- 
,lin street. In property about Jackson 
and Madison streets .there arc no 
shrunken prices. There is an unwill- 
ingness on the part of well-to-do people 
to sell just noTv, which Is a very good 
indication. It shows that they have 
confidence in the future. People who 
sell are those who must sell. The peo- 
ple of Oakland need to give one strong 
pull^them Oakland would get well start- 
ed. The West Oakland park, street im- 


_ provfc-menits, are good Indications. An 
j improved water front would help ev- 
erything. I have every faith that Oak- 
land will own it. The spring market is 
very fair. The general tone is encouri 
aging-. The banks must be corn-mended 
for their willingness to loan. 
Only 
within the last week the Oakland Bank 
of Savings has made five ofltjht. loans—• 
safe, moderate sized loans.. About 
three-fourths 'of all loans are uaed for 
purchasing buildings and real estate. 
E. E. Bunce—The indications are 
good, but there are too many signs. It 
looks bad. But there is a better f eeli-ng 
in the market. There are inquiries as 
to cheap co-untry property. If Oakland 
-had a new railroad it would move 
along. It has a splendid future—water 
front, beautiful country suburbs,—it 
will be a great city. But Oakland wants 
a custom house and a competing ferry 
system. It would help real estate di- 
rectly. Ships could land here, besides 
the more roads that lead into a city, 
the more business there will be. Oak- 
land's future will be the very best, if 
people will only take hold and assist. 
O. I. Denison—I want to be hopeful, 
but I don't see what to base my hopes 
on. There ought to be more money in 
circulation. There is need of greater 
harmony. Shoulder to shoulder, every 
man ought to pull together. Oakland 
ought to own the water front—that 
would help real estate. 
A. A. Samuel—More money ia needed. 
It is quiet now, but still the outlook 
is encouraging. In the San Joatjuln 
Valley there is more demand for small 
farms at ?2,500, of ten to twenty acres 
for -homes. 
C. K. King—Real estate ia better. 
Many Eastern people inquire for ranch 
prop&rty, which is better Just mow than 
city property. 
There are some cash 
sales, but more trade. I see a marked 
(improvement in the spring market. In 
the course of three months we will be 
doing active business. Prices are stlf- 
fer. 
There is no material increase, but 
more demand. It would not be wise to 
put up prices now. As they are they 
aro already higher than in any other 
State in the Union. Good farming land 
in California costs $75 to J100 an acre, 
while in some of the Eastern States it 
brings only J50. There is very little 
business property offered now. -It la 
held by .the owners for the better time 
thait is coming. There is an increase 
over last year, in fact this winter ia 
better than last winter, though tkere 
is not an increase over that of four or 
five years ago.

The- Controller -Expresses Hts 


Views on the Money 


Problems. 


Troubles Not .Ail 
Due to th»

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Controller 


Eckles today gave his views upon, the 
financial condition of the country to 
the House Committee on Banking and 
Currency. Several bills had been re- 
ferred to, Eckels for his Judgment and 
he analyzed those. While there was 
no doubt of necessity for changes in- 
the Government financial system, Eck- 
els said the public was disposed to. at- 
tribute 
too 
much .of the existing 


troubles to the lack of monetary legis- 
lation. 
Over-trade, 
over-production 


and extravagance private, and public 
expenditures, partly, induced by spec- 
ulation, were largely : responsible for 
the country's business difficulties. The 
day had. passed when' the volume, of 
money was its most important factor. 
Improved facilities for transportation 
and methods of exchange had lessened 
the importance of large -volumes. Im- 
proved credit was more essential. The 
first essential was the stability of the 
public credit. The apparent reluctance 
of the people of the United States to 
redeem their public obligations was 
the chief cause of distrust. The cur- 
rent redemption demanded by the ob- 
ligations of the Government was the 
chief problem of the Treasury. 
The 


funding and cancellation, of these obli- 
gations so that the maintenance of the 
gold reserve would be no longer nec- 
essary was the most desirable policy. 
Whether it was the most practical was 
another question. So far as the con- 
traction of the currency was concern- 
ed, Eckels did not think it would fol- 
low the gradual retirement of green- 
backs provided the credit was reason- 
ably stable. The banks would supply 
needed currency or the gold would come 
from abroad. The pursuance of Sec- 
reta'-y McCullochs policy would have 
disposed of the question. Eckels add- 
ed:

deems his notes without retiring them 
and keeps them out constantly 
will 


come to a settling day that will break 
him. 
The chief feature of the banking 


bill would be to take from the Gov- 
ernment issue the credit notes. The 
banks can do this." 


Blanks conducted on practical bank- 


ing principles, instead as speculative 
enterprises, Eckels said, could- satisfy 
the currency needs of business. -Be- 
fore the war, the banks always furn- 
ished sufficient gold for business.

Foreign Trad* 
Has Taken All 


Wall Street Habltuee 


by Surprise.

r-r .NEW YORK, Jan. 23, 1897. 


THiring the pant -week, Wall street 


bao more than retained the marked 
Improvement in tone note* In thesp 
advice* for the two last weeks. There 
ha» been an Increase In the volume 
of transactions, and a further mode- 
rate advance in prices, with little dis- 
position to realize upon the higher 
range of values now established. The 
buying of bonds for investment has 
been a conspicious feature; and there 
has Veen a still larger increase in spec- 
ulative transactions in stocks, extend- 
ing; generally throughout 
the list. 


While the business among room trad- 
ers baa become more active, there has 
alao been a notable access of outside 
bnyera. 


The gradual return towards ease in 


the European money market has in- 
duced a more active movement in se- 
curities across the Atlantic, -which 
sympathetically 
affects business in 


our own market favorably. In Lon- 
don, this change has developed a re- 
turn of speculation in American stocks, 
and during the -week the purchasers 
here for that market have been larger 
than for many 
months, 
indicating 


some restoration of confidence in our 
investments. The remarkable finan- 
cial strength, recently .developed at 
this centre, and so strikingly express- 
ed In our ability to lend to Europe 
througrh the holding back of export 
bills, (now estimated 
at nearly EO 


millions,) ia naturally having a good 
effect upon the status of our credit 
abroad. Our large accumulation of 
loanable capital and the consequent 
low ratea of interest here are con- 
strued abroad as inevitably tending 
towards a more active movement on 
our Stock Exchange, and .a higher 
range of prices; and, with tb4» in view, 
Londow shows a disposition to avail it- 
self of the chances of a higher market. 
The Influential public movement in 
favor of reforms in our currency and 
evidences in Congress of a disposition 
to respond to that sentiment, appear 
to hove encouraged, in England at 
least, a more hopeful view as to th« 
future of our currency arrangements. 


MORE ACTIVE SPECULATION. 
There 1« therefore come reason for 


anticipating a more active speculation, 
11 not also Investment, in our securities 
at London than We have witnessed for 
the last three or four years. This prob- 
ability is strengthened by the Bank of 
England's reduction of its rates of dis- 
count to 3 1-2 per cent, and by the fact 
that about 45,000 shares of stock have 
been. «en* to London by this week's 
•ailing*. 
These underlying foreign factors are 
ot more Importance than may appear 
»t flrst sight. One of the greatest ag- 
gravations of the unfortunate financial 
troubled of the last four years has 
arisen from the profound distrust they 
have excited among the bankers and 
\capltaJUtlc classes on the other side of 
ihe Atlantic. After sending home their 
mcurltlM and withdrawing less perm- 
anent forma of loan to the combined 
extent of probably hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, they are now surpris- 
ed, I may almost say astounded, to 
find ue in no real senee weakened, but 
competent to lend them large amounts 
of capital, to defer payment of 60 mil- 
lions of gold which it is within our 
3>ower to draw hither, and to thus af- 
ford great relief to a very stringent 
condition of the European money 
markets,—thereby exhibiting a potency 
in international finance which "we have 
never heretofore possessed. These are 
facts which must tell for eomethir.jt in 
the future foreign status of American 
credit. 


The 
recovery in the Investment 
market above noted appears to be at- 
tributable almost entirely to the con- 
sciousness that at last wo have en- 
tered upon a stage of great and sub- 
etantial improvement In financial con- 
ditions. The condition of the railroads 
in contributing little towards this re- 
covery, .for their earnings are at pres- 
ent unsatisfactory, although the storms 
may be held largely responsible for 
.that. Neither has trade yet developed 
any surprising recovery; although the 
eymptoms are not wanting that in the 
manufacturers and the distributing 
trades we are in the beginning of a 
healthy revival. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The official statement of our foreign 


trade for 1896 has taken "Wall street by 
surprise. The mercandise mermen* 
ehows an excess of exports ovtjr im- 
ports 
amounting 
to 
$375,800,000,—a 
movement unparalleled in the history 
of our commerce. As an offset against 
this balance, the statisticians 
figure 
that we must reckon net imports of 
gold amounting to fourty-six millions; 
securities returned after the election 
twenty millions; and 150 millions for in- 
terest payments and travelers credits, 
etc.; making a total of 216 minions; 
•which still leaves a creditor balance of 
159 millions. Against this, must be oft- 
set fifty millions of export bills held in 
this city for future cojlectlon; and the 
remainder of 109 millions is to be re- 
garded as covered by our liquidating 
various non-permanent loans and ad- 
vances in the course of the year of ex- 
citement and distrust. 
The currency questoln Is receiving 
more attention as a praoticaJ issue. 
Among other changes deserving atten- 
tion, the National Bank Act certainly 
.requires amending to provide for the 
changed conditions since its enactment. 
One important amendment should be 
to admit of the issue of notes up to 
the par value of the United States 
bonds given as security therefor. This 
would increase the national currency 
nbout J20,000,000, and would induce the 
tanks to take out at least $20,000,000 
additional notes, as well as encourage 


the creation of new banks In localities I 
"where they would be serviceable in I 
popularizing the system. The agita-, 
Uon against the greenbacks is Ill-ad- j 
vised in connection with the feature 
proposed—to Issue ftwids in their stead. 
That would-be to convert a non-in- 
terest bearing obligation of the Gov- 
ernment Into one that would tax the 
people about.110,500,000 annually for an 
indefinite period.' Teat to say the 
least, is entirely unnecessary; for, when 
the Government comes to retire the 
notes, a large portion ot its gold re- 
serve could be devoted to the liquida- 
tions; and beyond that the Treasury 
could lawfully use its contributions to 
the Debt Sinking Fund to the extent 
of about forty millions a year, when 
the revenue was" restored to its former 
basis of surplus income. The process 
of retiring notes must be a slow one; 
and the amount of notes which could, 
from this source, be gradually retired 
would therefore be quite important and 
might amount to $200^600,000 within say 
five years. 
This, with the Treasury 
gold to be used in the -redemptions, 
might easily dispose of three-fourths 
of the greenbacks without the issue of 
a dollar hi bonds. Out of the remain- 
ing sum to be disposed of, it is esti- 
mated that $20,000,000 should be de- 
ducted for notes lost and destroyed In 
va.rious ways. It Is thus seen that the 
amount of bonds needed to retire the 
notes could tie made, at most, but nom- 
inal. 


IMPROVE THE NOTES. 


Instead of liquidating the greenbacks 


through issuing bonds in the way that 
has been proposed, the first step taken 
should be for the Government to do 
what ia possible to improve the notes in 
public estimation. This could be done 
by increasing the Government revenue 
so as to insure a surplus instead of a 
deficit, as it Is this unfortunate con- 
dition which has inspired the feeling 
with many that "greenbacks must be 
got rid of at any cost." If Congress 
will provide ample revenue for the Gov- 
ernment a.nd pass an act debarring the 
re-Issue of greenbacks, after they have 
once been presented at the Treasury 
and gold demanded therefor, exceptlnc; 
in exchange for gold, greenbacks would 
then be regarded all over the world as 
being good as gold. The notes that the 
Government should first take up are 
those Issued under the Sherman law, 
replacing them by silver coin as .fast 
as the country can safely absorb the 
silver. This should be limited to about 
$23,000,000 per annum;' and the Bland 
notes ohould later on be treated In a 
similar way, but on a little larger scale. 
If the greenbacks are to be retired by 
•their conversion into monds, as propos- 
ed, what will the national banks have 
to holO™S;s their reserve, and for the 
redemption of their notes? It is bet- 
ter not to be too precipitate in dealing 
with the greenbacks, excepting in some 
such way as I nave above suggested. 
After so many drastic object lessons 
as we have had during the last four 
years, the country wants fredom from 
erratic erruptions. To suddenly sub- 
stitute bonds tor greenbacks might 
cause as many panics during McKin- 
ley's administration as we have had 
during Cleveland's. "What we need is 
a policy that will avoid Issues of bonds 
and gradually bring out a sufficient in- 
crease in the notes of national banks 
to compensate for any withdrawals of 
greenbacks that may be found possible 
and. convenient.

ed States Is enjoying the novel experi- 
ence of being in possession of more 
eold than it knows what to do with: 


The total cash balance in the Treas- 


ury at the close of business "Wednes- 
day, was J22!>,920,3!>9, and of this amount 
no less than $143,880,380 was 
Jn free 


gold available for current expenses, or 
to act as a reserve to redeem the out- 
standing: paper money. This leaves in 
the Treasury aa a fund to be used for 
ordinary purposes only J80,031,019. This 
is far from being an enormous sum 
when the extensive operations of the 
Government are taken Into considera- 
tion. 


The Treasury Is running behind still, 


and with only three days yet to hear 
from in the flrst mcoith, of the year the 
excess of expenditures over receipts Is 
?7,293,516, anfi the dellcit for the fiscal 
year thus far, a period of nearly seven 
months, is over $45,000,000. 


If the gold in the Treasury la not 


to be paid out for ordinary expenses 
there is available 512,840,506 in silver 
not covered by certificates; $19,516,820 in 
greenbacks; 
t35,DS2,51S 
in Treasury 


notes and $17,339,955 in national bank 
notes, and the fractional silver deposits 
In national bank funds, 
outstanding 


checks and drafts, disbursing officers 
balances, postofflce accounts and other 
miscellaneous items. It will thus be 
seen that although, the Treasury is in 
the possession of the large nominal 
cash balance of $230,000,000 in round 
numbers, It lias only $85,000,000 with 
which to conduct ordinary transactions 
and If the deposits of gold should con- 
tinue this Bum would be still further 
reduced. 


Since the November election the gold 


reserve has, without bond sales or other 
unusual assistance, gradually mounted 
up to the high water mark for this ad- 
ministration.
